Remarkable Case of Mortality. 


The Delaware county papers have pub- 


lished a case of singular 
mortality, near 


Darby, in that county. 
A correspondent 


of the Lancaster Express giving the par 
tieulars, says thc family consisted of two 
brothers and three sisters, all unmarried 
aud living together; tho youngest of thc 
family was seventy-two years old. 
A few 


weeks ago, the youngest sister took sick 
and died; a few days after that one of the 
brothers died. 
Both remaining 
sisters 


were then taken sick and were lying in 
the same bed—one soon died, and her dead 
body was lying by the side of the only sur- 
viving sister, more than an hour before •she 
was discovered to be dead. 
The day fol- 


lowing the funeral of the second sister, 
the third also died. 
When the members 


of thc family were first afflicted, a cousin, 
also .1 maiden lady, went to their assistance, 
but was soon (aken with the same disease 
and went home. 
Hersister took her place, 


and in a few days became a victim to thc 
malady ; before she died, her mother, a 
lady oi fl7 years old, who had gone to her 
assistance, was also taken sick. 
Tho sou of 


this aged and afflicted mother, a physician 
in Darby, attended his sister and mother, 
taking his wife to the house of death with 
him 
flis wife and mother both died and 


were buried ; aud just at this moment, 
while writing the above,word has come that 
he too has paid the tribute of self-sacrificing 
affection, and in death rests with his family'. 
Thus in seven weeks, eight persons, mem- 
bers of thc same family, have died victims 
of the same unknown disease.
